Memorandum on the subject by the NSC Representative on 
internal security, transmitted by the reference memo of 
May 16, was discussed at the 92nd NSC Meeting. The Council 
directed the Senior NSC Staff, by the reference action, 
with the assistance of the Interdepartmental Committee on 
Internal Security (ICIS). to prepare recommendations on the 
subject for Council consideration in the light of the 
discussion.

The Council, at its meeting on September 24, considered the 
recommendation by the Joint Chiefs of Staff submitted by 
the Secretary of Defense in the enclosure to the reference 
memorandum on the subject and noted the request of the 
Chairman, Joint Chiefs of Staff, that in view of the changed 
situation the Council suspend action on the recommendation, 
pending its reconsideration by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
after consultation with General Ridgeway. The Council also 
directed the Senior NSC Staff to review the reference 
recommendation In the light of this reconsideration by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and to explore as a matter of urgency 
other practicable courses of action designed to achieve a 
settlement in Korea acceptable to the United States. (NSC 
Action No. 562.) 


The Senior Staff, at its meeting on September 27. discussed 
the subject in the light of the above Council action and 
agreed that;. (1) State and Defense, with the assistance 
of other interested agencies, would prepare for Council 
consideration a draft report on United States courses of 
action in Korea in the event either of a continued stalemate 
or of a formal breakdown of the Kaesong negotiations; (2) 

The Psychological Strategy Board would undertake at once to 
prepare a preliminary report on the position of the United 
States with respect to repatriation and to exchange of 
prisoners of war; and (3) State and Defense would jointly 
examine the need for a revision of U. S. policy respecting 
Southeast Asia, with particular reference to Indo-China, for 
consideration by the Senior NSC Staff. Memorandum by the 
Director, Psychological Strategy Board, regarding the pre- 
liminary report on the position of the United States with 
respect to repatriation and to exchange of prisoners of war 
to be prepared by the Psychological Strategy Board, was 
transmitted for the information of the Senior Staff by the 
reference memo of October 24. The memo states that the 
position of the United States on this question now appears to 
be in the process of resolution without further action by 
the PSB,

Administrator for Defense was transmitted to the Senior NSC 
Staff for information by the reference memo of August 3. On 
August 16 the Senior Staff discussed this report and agreed 
upon a division of responsibility for studying and reporting 
on the several issues raised by the report as these issues 
related to projects under consideration by the Senior Staff. 
Assignment of responsibilities are set forth in the reference 
record of the meeting of the Senior Staff. Report on "Fore- 
casting Crude Oil Productive Capacity," dated August, 1951, 
was transmitted to the Senior Staff for its information at 
the request of the Senior ODM Member by the reference memo 
of August 20, 

Report by the Senior State representative on the activities 
of the State Department pursuant to paragraph l-e~(4) of the 
reference record of meeting was transmitted by the reference 
memo of September 26 for the information of the Senior Staff.

Record of Meeting should be integrated with the assistance 
of Defense representation. It was also agreed that the 
staff project on the Eastern Mediterranean and the Middle 
East should take account of the importance of Middle 
Eastern oil to the free world, both in w&r time and peace 
time. It was further agreed that the ODM (with the 
assistance of representatives of DPA and PAD), State, 

Defense and CIA members should prepare a draft interim 
report for Council consideration, including (1) a statement 
of progress with respect to actions already initiated or 
contemp3.ated, and (2) specific recommendations and policy 
decisions on immediate problems such as the Tidelands matter 
and the Elk Hills Naval Reserve, along the lines proposed 
at the meeting.

On February 23 the Senior NSC Staff agreed that the NSC 79 
project on United States and allied war objectives should be 
completed in two sections and that the section on the above 
subject, including a plan for reduction and regulation of 
armaments and armed forces, should be completed as a matter 
of priority. On May 24 the Senior Staff agreed that the 
completion of this project would provide an important back- 
ground for obtaining popular support for U, S. national 
security policies. 

Report by the Secretaries of State and Defense in connection 
with the plan referred to above, adopted by the Council. (NSC 
Action No, 511) and approved by the President as NSC 112. On 
July 10, the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the first 
step toward completion of this project and that further work 
would proceed in the light of Council action on NSC 112, 
Awaiting report by the State, Defense and JCS members. (See 
also related projects below and in Section 3.)

On July 10 the Senior Staff agreed that this report should pro- 
ceed without awaiting completion of the related project on a 
national petroleum program (NSC 97, see below), but that the 
report should not be submitted for NSC consideration until the 
information being developed in connection with the petroleum 
report could be taken into account, On August 16 the Senior 
Staff discussed the report prepared by the Petroleum Adminis- 
trator for Defense and transmitted by the reference memo of 
August 3, and agreed that this report should be studied further 
by the Senior Staff before finally completing a report on the 
Eastern Mediterranean and the Middle East. Draft statement 
of policy and NSC Staff study, which takes account of the 
preliminary material on the world oil situation being assembled 
in connection with the NSC 97 project, prepared by the 
Department of State and transmitted by the reference memo of 
October 5 for the consideration of the Senior Staff, State 
Department amendments to the draft statement of policy were 
made available to the Senior Staff on October 24, 

At its meeting on October 24, the Senior NSC Staff discussed 
the draft report prepared by State together with NSC 117 
(see Section 2-C above) and agreed that it should be 
referred to the Senior State, Defense, JCS and CIA members 
for the preparation of a revised draft in the light of the 
discussion. At its meeting on October 25 the Senior Staff, 
in conrection with a discussion of the project on a national 
petroleum program, agreed that the revised draft report 
should take account of the importance of Middle Eastern 
oil to the free world both in war time and in peace time. 
Comments and suggestions by the Senior ODM member and a 
memorandum by the Senior Representative, PSB, both relating 
to the draft report, were transmitted to Senior State, 

Defense, JCS and CIA members for use in the preparation 
of a revised draft report. Awaiting revision of the draft 
report by the Senior State, Defense, JCS and CIA members 
of the NSC Staff.

JCS memo (NSC 79) circulated for Council information and 
referred to the Staff for use in the preparation of a report. 
The Senior Staff designated an ad hoc group to draft a report 
to include both a statement of war objectives in the event of 
global war, and such related questions as a statement of the 
conditions that the U. S* would be willing to accept for a 
peaceful settlement with the USSR and its satellites. At the 
initial meeting of the ad hoc group under the chairmanship of 
the State member on October 6, the form and eontent of a re- 
sponse to the problems posed by NSC 79 were discussed and 
agreed upon. 

On February 23 the Senior Staff agreed that this project 
should be divided as follows; (1) a statement of U. S. and 
allied war objectives in the event of a global war 5 and 
(2) a statement of the conditions the U. S, would be willing 
to accept for a peaceful settlement with the USSR, including 
a plan for the reduction and regulation of armaments and 
armed forces. Awaiting initial draft by the State Policy 
Planning Staff of the project listed under (1) above. (See 
also related projects above and below.) 


UNITED STA TES OBJECTIVES AND PR O GRAMS FOR NATIONAL SECU RITY 
(NSC 68Series; NSC ll^Series; NSC Action' No 7175 ) ~ 

The Council on October 17, 1951 (NSC Action No, 575-c), 
directed the Senior NSC Staff to submit for Council considera- 
tion at the earliest practicable date a reappraisal of the 
policies and programs set forth in the NSC 68 and ll4 
Series, including a revision of Part I of NSC 114/2 and 
in the light of: (1) Further analysis of Soviet atomic 
capabilities as indicated by the recent explosion of another 
atomic bomb in the USSR; and (2) the current evaluation 
of the net capability of the USSR to injure the continental 
United States (see Section 4). At its meeting on September 24, 
the Senior NSC Staff noted the statement by the Executive 
Secretary that the Senior State member had agreed to prepare 
a draft of the political and foreign policy considerations 
to be included in the reappraisal of the NSC 68 and 114 series;
